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The Strength of Joy 


The joy of the Lord is your strength. 


AUL and Silas lay bound in the darkness of 

an inner cell in a Macedonian dungeon; 

their feet were made painfully fast in the 
stocks; their backs were lacerated and smarting 
from the many stripes received at the hands of 
their enemies. 

Can you see in such conditions anything to cause 
them to sing or to praise God? Hardly. Singing 
and praising do not correspond to the condition 
in which they were. The human is inclined to sing 
and to praise God only when the condition or 
environment is so pleasant as to induce songs of 
praise; the human wants the pleasant conditions 
to come first; he will sing and praise God after- 
ward—perhaps. 

They sadly err who thus ignore the law of love 
and faith: to refrain from song or praise, while 
waiting for the good that we desire, delays its 
coming. 

But Paul and Silas reversed the human plan: 
they found some things invisible to sing about and 
praise God for, and the swift result was marvel- 
ous. Their feet were bound in the stocks; they 
sang, and the bonds were loosed. They were shut 
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in the inner prison; they prayed and sang till every 
door was opened wide. Their backs were bleeding 
and smarting; they prayed, and sang their praise 
of God, though night was then at its darkest, and 
lo! their jailer washed their stripes and gave them 
food and drink and lodging. Spite had locked 
them in a dungeon; prayer and praise unlocked 
the doors, and when the morning light had come, 
the magistrates, shorn of their pride and dignity, 
besought these prisoners freely to use their full 
liberty. 

Paul and Silas sang in praise of love di- 
vine, and prayed in faith supreme. Their joy and 
love and faith originated within that unseen realm 
—the kingdom of heaven within them, where 

eace reigns undisturbed though storms of strife 
and clouds of gloom obscure the outer realm. The 
prayer of faith, the song of praise, the word of 
ower—these three—when spoken from the inner 
realm, will calm or quell all storms that threaten 
us in the outer realm. ‘Peace, be still,” the Master 
says; “Why are ye fearful?” —and wind and wave 
(troubled mind) grow calm again. 

Why grieve over ills that error brings, or faint 
when evil wrongs us? Why mourn our losses, or 
shun our crosses, or fear the “fiery trial’? For 
these we reap a hundredfold of good: we lose the 
hold of self to grasp all things through Christ; 
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some dross of self is thus removed while love and 
faith grow pure and strong and full and free. 

Seek not then the joy and the peace that wait 
on outward things, but seek the inner peace that 
calms all outward storms; seek the inner joy that 
sings in triumph while the scenes of earth are 
tempestuously changed; seek the inner liberty that 
breaks all outer bonds and opens wide the doors 
of opportunity; seek the prayer of faith that views 
the unseen things and moves with speed the things 
of earth till fact and vision coincide. 

When Paul had found the inner realm, the 
heavenly place, he stood serenely in its calm and 
said, though evil men assailed him and left him 
once for dead: “None of these things move me.” 
You and I may stand serene upon this solid rock, 
our God invisible, and we may say in faith: 

"God is my refuge and my Stre ngth, my present 

help in trouble; and though the auth should bi 
removed I never more shall fear. Beneath me ar 
the everlasting arms, and love divine is over all 
—no evil shall I fear. Though transient thing: 
of earth may come or go, they move me not—I 
hold to none in self; there is no loss, there is no 
gain, for in God all things are mine. He knows m 
epery need, and adds the good, prepared by love 
divine for all who walk in wisdom’s way; He gives 
me richly all good to enjoy. 1 do all things, not of 
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myself, but through the Christ whose Spirit dwells 
within. I look to Him in faith and love—He does 
all things well; all things together work for good, 
moved by Spirit’s power. 1 ask of Him the good 
| need—He quells my storms, calms my fears, and 
lends His easy yoke. He gives me light and 
strength, and prospers what I do. In quietness of 
self and confidence in Christ 1 find Spirit's 
strength. I still the outer self and know that Christ 
within me is God. The Lord my God heals me. 
makes me whole. He is my wisdom and my life: 
in Him I am complete. He ever lives (abides) 
in me, and I in Him: in His presence is fullness 
of joy! He has put a new song into my heart.” 

The joy of the Lord is spiritual feeling. It is the 
redemption of the emotional feelings. They have 
been hurt with fear and anxiety and despondency, 
but in the conscious presence of the Father they 
are soothed and harmonized and healed. They 
know the peace and rest of Spirit, and instead of 
crying out in pain they speak gladness and praise 
and thanksgiving. 

The joy of the Lord springs from within man. 
It is not dependent in any way upon outward con- 
ditions, but is often most in evidence when they 
seem contrary. Joy is a fruit of Spirit. It comes from 
a consciousness of the indwelling presence of 
God, so the joy of the Lord is really the joy of His 
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presence. “In thy presence is fulness of joy.” The 
way to find real joy, then, is to seek a conscious- 
ness of the Father within us. Nothing else will 
give it. 

When real joy gets into our hearts, it will spread 
through all life’s activities. The voice will be 
cheery, the step light and springy, and all the func- 
tions of the body will be performed perfectly. We 
shall then learn to have the joy of living as little 
children have it. When we really become as little 
children, we shall have all their joyousness, and 
just to live will be such happiness that the Spirit 
of praise and thanksgiving will be continually in 
our hearts. The purity and simplicity of life will 
come to us, and we shall be strengthened and har- 
monized within and without. “The joy of the 
Lord is your strength.” 

Begin right now to affirm your freedom from 
all the turmoils of inherited error thought and to 
put yourself into the one Mind of peace and har- 
mony. Do not in any way connect yourself with the 
past. Remember that Lot’s wife, looking back upon 
Sodom and Gomorrah, was preserved, or estab- 
lished, in her old environment. Rejoice in the free- 
dom that you now have, and thank God that all 
burdens, trials, and tribulations are removed. 

A story is told of a Hindu mystic who com- 
plained because he had no shoes. As he walked 
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along he met a man who had no feet. The man 
without feet seemed contented and _ thankful, 
which caused the shoeless man so to realize his 
own unthankful state of mind that a great wave 
of gladness and thanksgiving rushed over him, 
and he danced with joy for the blessing of feet. 

We can all take the lesson home and consider 
the value of our many overlooked blessings. If, 
having lost our sight, we had it suddenly returned 
to us, our joy would be so great that there could 
be no petty annoyances. All would be praise and 
joy and gladness. Why should we not appreciate 
the many gifts of God’s love and wisdom, and re- 
joice in them instead of longing for something 
that we do not have? 

Go right on giving thanks for your blessings, 
praising and magnifying the good in your mind, 
body, and affairs. As you persist in sowing the seed 
of Truth, you shall reap a rich reward in health, 
peace, prosperity, and all good. Do not spare your 
words of praise and thanksgiving, but keep right 
on even when appearances indicate an opposite 
result, and your word shall not return to you void, 
but be filled with the truth of Spirit. You shall 
see it established. Carlyle voiced a great spiritual 
Truth when he said: “If there is a harvest ahead, 
it is poor thrift to be stingy with your seed corn.”

HENEVER YOU ARE faced with a task 
that seems difficult or beyond your com- 
prehension, take time before you do 


anything else to call upon the Spirit of wisdom 
and good judgment that is within you.
